ELECTRIC RATES 
CAUSE DEBATE 


Ald. Calhoun Says Light Can Be Sold 
at Profit From $ to 11 cents 


per Kilowat Hour 


The electric light question came in 
for considerable debate at the _ city 
council meeting last night in connec- 
tion with a report of the commission- 
ers anent the rates. 

This po’nt hag been before ithe courci! 
for three weeks now and has_ been 
twice referred back already. Ald. Bel- 
lamy has taken the stand that there 
was too great a discrepancy between 
the highest and the lowest rate named 
im the new rate suggested in their first 
réport by the commissioners, both for 
power and light, and at his instigation 
the report was referred back with a 
request or intimation that they re- 
port on why this discrepancy should 
exist. At last night’s meeting the 
commissioners brought in a_ report 
which, as the mayor put it, wag a com- 
promise. 

The origina] report placed the rate at 
13 cents for the smailest consumer and 
8 cents for the largest. 

The compromise report placed the 
highest and lowest at 12 cents and 9% 
cents per kilowat hour. 

Ald. Calhoun, who took quite an ac- 
tive part in previous debates. said: 
“This does not suit m2 yet. I was 
talking to Mr. McNaughton and he tells 
me that those rates can be reduced to 
ll and &centsand the piant stil! pay 
a dividend. I think that the  pubiic 
should get the cheapest light possible. 
I don’t se2 the sense of getting cheaper 
light after we are dead.”’ 

Ald. Picard said that ag he was the 
mover of the 13 to 8report, and that 
as there would be a howl if the light 
rates were cut below the paying price 
and it was later found necessary to 
raige the rates, he would move to adopt 
commissioner Kinnaird’s report. 

Alderman Latta was of th? same op- 
inion. 

Ald. Bellamy said his obj2ction had 
been that there was too much discrep- 
However, as the report cailed 
to 9 he would be 
adopting the report, as he 
er be on the safe side.

Bellamy, taking particular excep- 
tion to an editorial in the Journal! pub- 
lished after the recent aldermanic elec- 
tion, contending that if in the opinion 
of that paper the calibre of the can- 
didates was not up to the required 
standard that it was the duty of in2 
paper to bring out other candidates anid 
not wait until after the electionto reg- 
ister its protest. 

The utterances arose out of a dis- 
cussion of the engineer-commiss‘oner 
friction,on which there was a very free 
debate, Ald. Calhoun stating that the 
time had arrived when the council 
would have to choose between the city 
engineer and the city commissioners.

$110,000 too god to pay, and min- 
ing men say this will be counted a 
small figure when operations reveal 
the extent and richness of the ore.
